It Is the general belief that southern 
states have at least 35 representatives 
In the house and in the electoral col­ 
lege resting upon a fictitious basis. If 
this be found to be true in fact, and, 
representation bs reduced areordingly 
as the constitution imperatively re­ 
quires, it would go a long way towards 
settling the race question. 
Such meth­ 
od would have none of the character­ 
istics of the force bill. 
Disfranchis­ 
ing states would suffer a reduction of 
political power W’hlch they could re­ 
gain by educating their citizens and 
admitting them to privilege of ballot. 
"B u t the caucus Is asked sim ply to 
authorize a thorough investigation of 
the whole question, through congres­ 
sional committee specially appointed 
and equipped for that purpose, and 
whefi facts sr they really exist are 
laid before congress and country, such 
action m ay then be taken as the situ­ 
ation requires.”

Germ an sugar cartel controls 95 
per cent of the sugar crop of that 
country. 
German sugar costs the 
German people 8 | cents per pound, 
while the same German sugar costs 
in London less than 
3 cents per 
pound. 
Tne trust is enabled to do 
this because the government levies 
a special tax on all sugar consumed 
in the empire, but remits this tax 
on all sugar exported. 
This is an 
especial hardship on the German 
people, and is only one of the m any 
government 
measures that have 
resulted in serious industrial hard­ 
ships and privations am ong the 
laboring classes of Germany. 
On 
account partly of “ natural advan­ 
tages,” our own people have been 
enabled to pay similar tribute to 
half a hundred trusts without any 
really serious consequences up to 
date.— Farm and Ranch.

5.—Representative 
Crum packer of Indiana, author of the 
resolution presented to the Republican 
caucus Tuesday night and which will 
be further considered at the caucus 
next Monday night, authorizes the fol­ 
lowing statement as to tho general pur­ 
poses of the movement, to correct any 
impression that it is in the nature of 
a “force bill". 
The resolution submitted to the cau­ 
cus was designated to secure full and 
thorough investigation of the suffrage 
question not only in the south, but In 
all states that have imposed material 
restrictions 
upon manhood 
suffrage. 
There is a general belief that a num­ 
ber of states have disfranchised the 
larger portion of citizens; 
that the 
•olofed population by the operation 
of state laws is entirely eliminated as 
a political quantity, ami yet it counts 
In apportioning representation among 
the states. 
It is the general belief that southern 
states have at least 35 representatives 
In the house and in the electoral col­ 
lege resting upon a fictitious basis. If 
this he found to be true in fact, and 
representation bs reduced accordingly 
as the constitution imperatively re­ 
quires, it would go a long way towards 
settling the race question. Such meth­ 
od would have none of the character­ 
istics of the force bill. 
Disfranchis­ 
ing state's would suffer a redu< Hon of 
political power which they could re­ 
gain by educating their citizens and 
admitting them to privilege of ballot. 
"But the caucus Is asked simply to 
authorize a thorough Investigation of 
the whole question, through congres­ 
sional committee specially appointed 
and equipped for that purpose, and 
w h e t facts as th. y really exist are 
laid before eongrt ss and country, such 
action may then he taken as the situ­ 
ation requires."
